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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. With 
respect to Applicant's assertion of the absence in the cited prior art of "continuous leg holders", it is maintained that the references do 
disclose straps that hold the animals' legs. For example, the Wacker reference shows where straps in conjunction with the coat form a 
continuous loop that extends continuously around the leg of the animal. Further, Applicant's own specification states that the "endless 
loops of material ma be ... from one or more pieces of material that are permanently joined as by stitching or other joining means" (page 4, 
lines 8-10). As such, the Wacker reference meets this definition. Additionally, the cited prior art does also show leg holders having at least 
portions above the lower level of the side portions. As to the argument that Wacker fails to show closure means for the two side portions, 
Figure 4 shows that the middle band forms a closure between the left and right sides. With respect to the argument against application of 
the Borbridge reference, it should be noted that Fig. 1 shows the snap hooks (17) and supporting members (15) as releasably retaining the 
side portions in raised positions. Further it is maintained that snap hooks and tape are considered alternate equivalent fastening and 
retaining means capable of conveniently and releasably retaining the coat in a raised position. McComb is cited to teach obviousness to 
provide leg holders with more depth. Such depth can be useful for many purposes (to provide warmth, cushioning, prevent injury, etc). 
That Applicant intends to use the length/ depth of their leg holders for different purposes does not negate the claimed structure being taught 
by the prior art. With respect to the Brezinski reference, it should first be noted that the practice of measuring and cutting patterns used to 
sew garments is notoriously well known. Also, it is maintained that Brezinski teaches such a method (col. 6, lines 39-67, col. 5, lines 13- 
65). 
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
